The Builneii Bevlval. 


For the last ten days this country "has, 


presented an object lesson that may well* 
tax the world's wonder, ^l^^^iaa^ag^ 
no such: illustration of tl'ic almost miraculous 
effect of a revival of public confidence upon 
all departments of trade and business, upou 
manufacturing, mining and commercial en- 
terprises, 
upon all the industries of the 


Nation, its financial undertakings, its invest- 
ed and its idle capital, ils employed and its 
unemployed labor, as these ten days have 
shown us. It has amazed even those who 
predicted the most tar-reaching and widely 
extended beneficent results from the election 
of McKinley and the triumph of the princi- 
ples of Protection and Sound Money. The 
most sanguine never dreamed that the 
immediate effect would be so marked and 
so universal. 
They believed that Re- 


publican success would re-establish con- 
fidence in all 
departments of business 


and finance; confidence between man and 
man and confidence in the credit, the honor 
and the stability of the Government. As a 
result of such a restoration of public and 
private faith they looked with the most 
positive assurance for a gradual improvement 
and a slow recovery from the discouraging 
conditions which have prevailed for1 now 
four years. Instead of a gradual change, 
they have witnessed an almost miraculous 
transformation. 


Still more surpassing must this swift 


upspringing of paralyzed industries, arrested 
enterprises and sluggish trade into new 
life and bounding activity have been to the 
men, either mischievous or misguided, who 
for months and years have been trying to 
persuade themselves and others that the 
cause of all the depression and distress lay 
,n the continuance of the gold standard, and 
hat nothing except the free coinage of silver 
would ever bring relief, restore confidence 
and renew prosperity. To these gentlemen 
the vivifying and transforming effect upon 
Business of the overwhelming defeat of their 
chosen candidate and cherished principles 
must come as a most startling surprise, if 
not, indeed, a revelation. 
Quite possibly 


some of the more obstinate and unreasonable 
of them may pretend to explain the business 
revival upon the theory that it is not genu- 
ine, but only a preconcerted spurt of coun- 
terfeit activity planned by the plutocrats 
for effect upon the public mind; just as they 
accounted for the troublesome rise in wheat 
coincidently with a drop in silver by attri- 
juting it to the machinations of Mark Hanna. 
But the great majority of those who honeitly 
supported Bryan because they believed in 
theories—those who are misguided rather 
than mischief-breeding, weak rather than 
wicked—cannot fail to comprehend the les- 
3011 of the last ten days. 


This ought to be especially true "in the 


Southern States, which gave their electoral 
votes for Bryan not so much because the 
voters believed in him or his theories as 
Because they could not overcome their life- 
long habit of voting the Democratic ticket, 
no matter what it stood for or who weie 
the candidates. Already there are encourag- 
ng signs of a new light breaking in upon 
.he more intelligent and thoughtful people 
of the South. They confess that they had 
little heart in their support of Bryan and 
took little stock in the financial heresies 
and anarchistic tendencies of the Chicago 
platform. They are not so blind nor so 
obstinate as to refuse to recognize the 
genuineness of the business revival or to 
admit that it is due to restoration of confi- 
dence in consequence of Bryan's defeat. 
And they do not need to be told that a re- 
vival of business all over the country means 
as much for their own section as for any 
other, if not, indeed, more. They know 
that what the South needs more than any- 
thing else for the prosperity of its business 
interests and the material welfare of its 
people is the development of its resources 
and diversification of its industries. 
For 


this it needs capital, and they know that 
the antecedent condition for the investment 
of capital is a sound and stable currency, 
insuring safe returns in honest money. 
Having learned to this extent the lesson of 
the late election, they will not long stand 
in their own lig'nt, but will drop Bryanism 
and Populism for good and all, and fall in 
with the procession already on the march 
toward National Prosperity.—New York 
Tribune. 


Women In Utah Politic!. 


One of the curious results of the late 


campaign was the election of a woman Sen- 
ator in Utah, and what is still more odd, 
she defeated her own husband. 
The new 


woman Senator is Mrs. Mattie Hughes 
Cannon. 
She is a silver Democrat, and re- 


ceived a great plurality over her husband, 
Elder Angus M. Canon, of the Mormon 
church, and a Republican. 
In the days of 


plural marriages Mrs. Cannon became the 
Elder's sixth wife. 
She is a native of 


Wales, but came here in 1861. She is a 
finely educated, handsome woman, an ex- 
cellent speaker and an intellectual power in 
the community. 
There were three other 


women candidates for the legislature in 
Utah, though none of them seem to have 
been elected. They were Mrs. Emmelme 
B. Wells, candidate for the Senate and a 
leading woman suffrage leader—the plural 
wife of David H. Wells, father of Heber M. 
Wells, the present governor of Utah ; Mrs. 
Euretha La Barthe, who is a Gentile, is de- 
scribed as a member of the Democratic 
State Committee, and a leading Utah politi- 
cian. Mrs. Campbell is s Republican, a 
New Yorker by birth, but went to Utah 
twenty years ago with her husband, James 
W. Campbell, a veteran of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 
Mrs. Campbell has always 


been an untiring worker for the Republican 
party.—Salt Lake Letter.

He gave permis- 


sion to print the story after election, and 
meanwhile every statement he made was 
verified from other sources, the whole prov- 
ing conclusively that William Jennings 
Bryan knew he was playing for high stakes 
when he made his celebrated ''Cross of 
Gold" speech at the Chicago convention. 


"Bryan was not only fully aware of the 


plans of his Nebraska friends, but was con- 
sulted at every stage, and on himself alone 
dejpndod tho final manoeuvre wlilcu secured 
'or him the opportunity to speak just at the 
right time to capture the convention. 


"Chairman Dahlman says positively that 


Bryan not only knew, but from the minute 
he entered on his work with the committee, 
>egan to scheme to get the closing speech. 
Jones and the other managers fell into the 
trap. They knew Bryan was a clever speak- 
er and were perfectly willing to wind up 
their case with some fireworks. The divis- 
on of time was made. Bryan was given the 
ast speech, and the plotters went to work 
convinced that their scheme was certain of 
success. They knew that Hill and others 
would talk long and earnestly and tire out 
the galleries and the delegates. 


"The convention was for silver by an 


overwhelming majority, and all that was 
necessary was to light the spark and have 
the fuse handy. 
Dahlman had come to 


Chicago two or three days before the con- 
vention to set up the pins. 
As soon as the 


delegation was seated he and others began 
quietly to talk up Bryan, ilalilman nitnseir 
went to Daniels, of North Carolina, Hoke 
Smith's secretary, and urged him to keep 
out of the Bland, Boies and McLean camps.- 
iiouisiana and one or two other States wore 
similarly visited and given a tip to be ready. 


"All went well and just as it had been ar- 


ranged. 
The young orator from Nebraska 


md been prepared for the event for months. 
le had his speech well in hand, and he knew 
.hat he was not expected to make a logical 
argument for silver, but a brilliant explosion 
of oratorical fireworks for the express pur- 
»ose of capturing the crowd, and when Will- 
am Jennings Bryan sat down he knew that 
the die had been thrown, that the nomination 
was within his grasp and with it the possi- 
)ility of the Presidency itself." 


—Woman suffrage in California was de- 


feated at the late election by a vote of 82,- 
)80 to 67,542. The announcement is coupled 
with the statement that the proposition was 
defeated by the liquor element, while the 
better class of the population favored it. 
The fact that the opposition vote was largely 
cast in San Francisco, the city of Denis 
Kearney and the sand lots agitation, gives 
some support to the assertion ; but, be this 
as it may, the result is not wholly to be 
deplored. There is little doubt that, event- 
ually, women will vote in this country on 
the same terms as men, but the country is 
lardly ready for this yet. 
It would cause 


too much confusion and quarreling in the 
>resent state of our election machinery. We 
need to get the voting of the men a little 
better systematized and the men voters a 
ittle better instructed in their duties be- 
'ore introducing a new and large disturbing 
element. 
The States in which woman 


suffrage prevails now are sparsely populated 
and it can be exercised there with a mini- 
mum of disturbance. It would be different 
in States with large populations, and es- 
pecially in f the great cities. It will be j ust 
as well for important States like California 
a wait a little longer before introducing this 
.nnovation.—Philadelphia Ledger.

The Rev. R. u. Garrctt, Who w»* »n 


EyowitniMS of Booth's Tragic Death, 
Tells the Story of How He WM Discov- 
ered and Shot by Boston Corbett. 


The Bov. Dr. R. B. Garrett of Chatta- 


nooga WHS an eyewitness of the tragic 
death of tho slayer of Abraham Lincoln, 
He was 13 years of age at the time. He 
owns the homestead where the last mo- 
ments of J. Wilkes Booth ware sntat, and 
he has since taken a great interS* ft the 
subject of his capture, has cleared np some 
debatable points. In giving his recollection 
of the event the other day he said: 


"My homo was about 60 miles from 


Washington, In Caroline county, Va. Lin- 
coln was shot on April 14, and ten days 
after the shooting, on the evening of April 
24, three men rode up to my father's 
house, one with crutches and two in the 
uniform of the Confederacy. 
One of the 


soldiers was Captain Willie Jett, who was 
a son of an old friend of my father's, and 
he introduced the wounded man as James 
W. Boyd. He said he was a Confederate 
and was wounded at Petersburg and was 
trying to get home to his people in Mary- 
land, but that his wound was too painful 
to allow him to travel. He asked my fa- 
ther to take care of the man a day or two 
until he was able to travel.

ft. Pacific SwordQih Penetrated Thirteen 


Inched of tho Irmgard'i Bottom. 


Tho swordflsh la a combative mounter, 


and tlio weapon with whloh nature bag 
provided him la terrible enough when di- 
rected tgftlnst MB natural enemies of the 
aoa. Hut It's a foolish flsh that rung 
aiuuok with an oak bottomed barkentlne, 
and Its moat vicious thrust IB apt to bring 
more woo to Itself than its enemy, though 
the orew of the Irmgnrd had a hard time 
of it dn a voyage from Honolulu to San 
Frnncl'ioo. 


Two days out from Honolulu a heavy 


gale struck tho ship and lasted for 34 
hours. Juet as it subsided It was discov- 
ered that tho ship was leaking. It was not 
abad liak, but tho waterwae creeping very 
slowly up the hold, and under ordinary 
oiroumntanc«8 would not have given mueh 
trouble 


But the Irmgard had a cargo of sugar 


aboard, and leakage meant big loss unloes 
it was promptly checked. So the pumps 
were ringed, and every two hours a detail 
of men was set to work for 16 or 20 min- 
utes to keep tho water down. This course 
was pursued for the entire long voyage. 


When the Irmgard was unloaded In 


port, a Hearoh was made to find the oause 
of the It ak. A Bailor ran across the oause 
in the bottom of the hold. It was an inch 
of swordflsh sword protruding from the 
bottom 


Kxamlnotion showed that the sword, 


driven with tremendous foroe, bad pene- 
trated five inches of plunking and eight 
Inohei of lining. 
It was broken off two 


Inches below the outer sheathing, so that 
10 inchm of sword came home wl*h the 
ship. The monster, after this terrific 
thrust, must have exerted tremendous foroe 
to free himself from the grip of the oak, 
for he brjxl worked a sufficient hole around 
the Imprisoned sword to permit of a oon- 
eiderablo leakage. 


Three or four planks had to bo removed 


before the sword and its surrounding wood 
could be out out. 
The specimen was then 


sent to the city museum.—Exchange. 


HUMAN FOOD FOR VULTURES. 


The Cncanny methods by Which the Far- 


let* Dispose of Their Corpse*. 


The Pursue towers of silence are among 


the most curious of the many burial places 
of tho custom countries. 
But little Is 


known of them, and no tourist hag suo- 
oeeded hi gaining ontranoe to one of the 
towers, no matter what pretext he might 
devise nor what amount he might offe 
The Parnees keep vigilant watoh over the 
dead and resent any attempt on the pa 
of foreigners to pry into that partioula 
port of their peculiar custom* and habits 


The towers are perehed on top of tha fa 


moiiB Miviabar hill, just out of the city o 
Bombay. 
Nobody but a priest la allowed 


to approach within a certain distance o 
them, and guards are kept posted at ever 
possible avenue of approach to stop th 
ourlonsfrem getting too near. 
When 


corpse is taken to the tower, tho mourner 
are compelled to stop nt the Itoe draw 
where priests may enter, but others are 
debnrred 
The holy men take the bod 


from there to its final resting place. Eac 
body has a separate tower, and the posltio 
of the tower is gauged by the sex, age an 
sooinl pohitiou of the corpse before death 
They are not protected, and the body i 
laft to tho mercy of the wind and rain, an 
the beokn of the ghoulllke birds that ma 
be seen perched upon the walls, drawn 
thither probably by the odor of deoomposl 
tlon, finish off the flesh in quick tima 


The bones of the body pass under the in 


fluonce ol bods af quloklimo and are thn 
consumed, while the fluids are oonduotec 
by underground channels to the sea. 
There have been many grewsome Cuds re 
ported In the neighborhood of the tower 
of portions of arms, legs and other part 
of the bodies being found by paasergb' 
which have been dropped by the vulture 
in their flight. But of all this there is no 
a word in verification. 
They might come 


from the towers or from some other place 
The Parsces maintain their strict seoreoj 
In all onsos. 
Tho burial places are wol_ 


named the towers of silence.—New York 
Journal.

Only God knows how many naturalized 


American citizens have perished in the 
heart of Turkey during those merciless per- 
secutions in the interior — many by mag- 
saores; others arrested upon suspicion, 
cast into some Turkish pest hold, not 
knowing what tho charges against them 
were, because there was no charge what- 
ever, except that of being Christians; 
tortured to doath to extort false evidence 
or divulge Information against friends or 
force the payment of bribes to save them- 
selves from slow starvation or sudden 
death by the process of poison. 


If ever brought to trial, no witnesses for 


their defense wore allowed, no counsel to 
advocate their cause or plead their case, 
their only hope a bribe to Rome corrupt of- 
ficial, otherwise tholr fate being sealed. 


If by any good fortune they could oom- 


munioate with a consul, they might gain 
the commutation of a death sentence or a 
sentence for life or less by "consenting to" 
immediate "voluntary" deportation.

American oitizxms in Turkey, Illustrations 
of which can be easily found ot any time 
by looking into the official records of the 
state department entitled "Foreign Rela- 
tions of the United States." 


But this statement of the terrible treat- 


ment of naturalized American citizens,' 
strong as It seems, is by no means the 
worst charge against our government — 
whioh means ourselves— for native born 
American citizens have not only been rob- 
bed and mobbed and murdered with per- 
fect impunity, and no other off ort than im- 
potent protests been made by America for 
the punishment of the perpetrators of 
these outrages, but in violation of their 
treaty rights they have been arrested, cast 
into and kept in Turkish prisons. Article 
4 of the treaty of 18SO between the Unit- 
ed States of America and the Ottoman em- 
pire reads as follows: 


"Citizens of the United States of Amer- 


ica, quietly pursuing their commerce and 
not being charged or convicted of any crime 
or offense, shall not be molested, and even 
when they have committed gome offense 
they shall not be arrested and put in prison 
by tho local authorities, but they ghall be 
tried by their own minister or consul and 
punished according to their offense, follow- 
ing in this respect the usage of other 
Franks." 
* 


Notwithstanding this treaty stipulation, 


as an illustration of Turkish intrigue, Mr. 
Knapp, n Times correspondent and Amer- 
ican missionary at BlUis, whose father be- 
tore him was wounded and robbed and left 
for dead by Kurds, was arrested on the 
usual false charge of conspiring against 
the Turkish government and cast into 
prison, being kept there contrary to all 
treaty obligations for months, until the 
guns of an English and American man-of- 
war were trained on the Turks, and they 
were allowed two hours to let him go, 
when they actually kicked him out

A Heal Tacuuui. 


Whnt would seem to bo absolute vacu- 


um was rccontly produced by Professor 
Elmer Gates of Washington in an exceed- 
ingly simple manner. 
He took a test 


tube, which is a tube of glass closed at 
one end, and which in this caso was com- 
posed of a kind of glass that melts only at 
» very high temperature. Into the tube 
ho poured molten glass of another kind, 
whioh melts at a comparatively low tem- 
perature. After the latter had cooled and 
thus formed a solid mass, completely filling 
the tu bo, ho attached a suction pump to 
tbo open end of the tube and then applied 
heat until the softer glass inside was again 
molted. The noxt step was to withdraw 
the molten glass by means of tho pump, 
enough being left to close completely the 
end of tho tube, when it was allowed once 
more to cool. As no air could enter the 
space left vacant by the withdrawal of the 
molten glass, a perfect vacuum is believed 
to have boon produced there.—Youth's 
Companion. 


FIREPfiOOF BANDAGES. 


Albefltus Is Now Used by Surgeons Be- 


cause It IB Quickly Purified. 


Asbistus has come into use as a surgical 


dressing. Its softness to the touch and 
glistening, silky appearance commend it 
as being unlrritatlng to the skin and clean- 
ly. But tho chief reason for its use is its 
indestructibility by flre. This quality 
makes it possible to render asbestus sur- 
gical dressings absolutely free from germs. 
No othor form of lint or cloth can thus be 
sterilised. 


Antiseptic surgery was introduced a lit- 


tle oftor the death of President Garfleld. 
The original idea was to kill all the germs 
and n dcrobos in an operation wound by 
means of strong disinfecting solutions, 
such as carbolic acid or bichloride of mer- 
cury. All operations were carried on un- 
der a spray of antiseptic solutions until 
the surgeons began to poison themselves by 
too free use of them. 


Next the surgeons found that if they 


boiled all their instruments and dressings 
they could dispense with tbe spray and 
many of the "antiseptic precautions," The 
ingenuity of instrument makers and sur- 
geons wns exhausted in devising new forms 
of sterilizers. Roosevelt hospital and other 
hospitals in tho city have a great number 
of devices for sterilizing dressings with 
super] leated steam under a high pressure. 
Instruments are boiled in various solutions 
or baked in ovens. 


The chief material used is purified gauze, 


whioh has taken tho place of lint. Im- 
mense quantities of it are used every day 
in the large hospitals, for a gauze dressing 
is never used twica Asbestus dressings 
oan bo used over and over again, for no 
germs can stand the heating that asbestus 
can go through, and each time it becomes 
as good as now and absolutely gormproof. 


It Vi ill be chiefly useful for military sur- 


gery. The groat problem of army surgeons 
Is how to be perfectly antiseptic or aspetio—> 
which means simply absolutely clean in a 
surgical sense—with the limited means at 
their Kervice. A handful of asbestus can 
be sterilized instantly in a soldier's camp- 
fire. 


Asbestus is mode from a mineral sub- 


stance and consists of fine crystalline, elas- 
tic fibers. It is quite obeap. A single 
fiber of asbestus fuses to a white enamel, 
but in the match it is capable of resisting 
ordinary flame. The ancients used it to 
wrap nroand bodies to preserve the ashes of 
the de id when on the funeral pile. A work- 
man ia an English foundry was accused ol 
witohcraft in the early part of the century 
for having a pair of stockings whioh iw 
cleansed in a furnace Instead of a laundry. 
—Nev/ York Press.

SUBMAR1N£ BOATS. 


The First Was Invented In 1644 by Tan 


Drebbel. 


In 1644 Van Drebbel, a Dutchman, 


built In London a submarine boat which 
could contain 18 rowers as well as some 
passenger, and on one occasion James I 
descended beneath the Thames In the ves- 
sel. 
The Invootor Is said to have discov- 


ered a liquid possessing the important 
property of rendering the air In the confin- 
ed space under hatches suitable for repeat- 
ed inhalation 
and thus to prolong the 


time which could he spent under water. 
The first submarine boat used In warfare, 
1777, 
was built by David Bushneil, In 


Connecticut. It, wns managed by one 
man, 
who oonld remain 80 minute* under 


water. Fulton, a New Yorker, made one 
to hold eight men, who could be supplied 
with sir for .eight hours under'water. The 
largest submarine boot yet" constructed la 
the Guatav Zode, belonging to Prance. 
Her length is 181 feet, her speed below the 
surface Is 8.25 knots, and she is propelled 
by electricity. On June 7, 1890, Lieuten- 
ant Isaac Peral, in a submarine boat In- 
vented by himself, traveled for an hour 
under water nt Cadiz. In 1898 an experi- 
mental voyage was made with a patent 
submerging boat in a London dook, and 
everything proceeded admirably till It was 
time to ascend. But then It was found 
that the suction of the mud at the bottom 
of the Thames was superior to tbe lifting 
power, and the occupants were in great 
peril, as the r.ir was becoming exhausted. 
In this dilemma they hurried around the 
little vessel, and thus created enough vi- 
bration to overcome the suction' tJf the 
mud, and the machinery reasserted ita 
lifting power, just In time to save their 
liven.

TESTED BY A STAR. 


Old Time Calculations For Measuring Dl»- 


tancett aud Correcting Time. 


Some very old printing that was brought 


to light the other day contains curious sug- 
gestions for making certain calculations 
that will interest many people. One of 
the suggestions runs to tho effect thut a 
person may ascertain ~his rate of walking 
by the aid of a string with a piece of lead 
at one end of it. 
The string should be 


knotted at distances of 44 foot, which dls-, 
tanco is the one hundred and twentieth 
part of an English mile and bears tho same 
proportion to a mile that half a minute 
bears to an hour. 
If tho traveler, when 


going at his usual gait, drops tho lead, let- 
ting tbe string slip through his hand, tho 
number of knots which have passed in half 
a minute indicate the number of inches he 
walks in an hour. 


An easy method of correctly regulating 


a timepiece by the stars is suggested as fol- 
lows: 
As the motion of the earth with regard 


to tbe used stars (those that twinkle) is 
uniform, timepieces oan in a most simple 
manner be correotly regulated by the stars 
with greater facility than by tho sun. 
Choose a south window from which any 
fixed point, such as a chimney, side of a 
building, etc., may be seen. To the side of 
the window attach a piece of cardboard 
having a small hole In it, in such a man- 
ner that by looking through the hole to- 
ward the edge of the elevated object some 
fixed star may be seen. 


Tbe progress of the star must bo watoh- 


ed and the instant it vanishes behind the 
fixed point the observer must note the ex- 
act time it disappears. The following night 
the same star will vanish behind the same 
object 8 minutes and 59 seconds sponer. 
If a timepiece mark 9 o'clock when the 
star vanishes one night, the following 
night it will indicate S minutes and 06 sec- 
onds less than 9. If the timepiece be faster 
or slower than the indication of tho star,' 
then it has gained or lost the indicated dif- 
ference. 
If several cloudy nights follow 


the first observation of tho star, it is only 
necessary to multiply 8 minutes 58 sec- 
onds by the number of days that have 
elapsed since the observation, and the prod- 
uct deducted from the hour the clock Indi- 
cates the first night clear enough for tbe 
second observation gives the time the clock 
or watch ought to show. The same star 
can only be observed during a few wooks, 
for, as it gains°nearly an hour in a fort- 
night, it will in a short time corno to the 
meridian in broad daylight and become 
invisible. 


In making the observation care must be 


taken thut a planet is not chosen instead 
of a star. Additional to the fact that the 
light of fixed stars twinkles, while that of 
planets is steady, because reflected, a sure 
means of distinguishing between them is 
to first watch a certain star attentively for( 
a few nights. If it changes its place with 
regard to the other stars it Is a planet,' 
since the fixed stars appear to maintain 
the same relative positions with regard to 
each othor.—Detroit 3Tree Press.

Kimberley Diamond Miners. 
, 


All the diggers at the Kim berley diamond 


mines are natives, mostly Kaffirs. 
They 


come from their own land, four days on 
foot, to work in the mines and get enough 
money to go home and buy. a wife from 
their king. All the women are owned by, 
the king, who sells them to the men.I 
That's the way the royal exchequer is kept 
up. A wife represents n very long term of 
labor in tho mines, so the Kafflr is not 
above decreasing his period of service by 
secreting a few diamonds about him if he 
can. To keep tho men from getting away 
with all the diamonds, the company has 
an overseer for every six or eight workers.' 
As the Kaffirs work with no clothing oth-, 
er than an extremely small breechclout,' 
opportunities for external concealment aie 
very small. Every one of them is carefullyj 
searched every day before he leaves the 
mine. There are three punishments for. 
Kaffirs caught stealing diamonds. One is 
whipping, and it is no joke the way it is 
done there; the second ie imprisonment,! 
which is likely to include whipping, and' 
the third is lieing committed to the break- 
water to break stones. In spite of all these 
precautions there are many diamonds 
stolen yearly.—New York Sun. 


Froteotlne Milk From Disease GcrmB. 
The following statement in regard to, 


the care of milk is of interest to people of 
all classes: Gelatin plates, 8M inches' 
square, when exposed to the air for ona 
minute contained more or less germs, ac- 
cording to location. 
When exposed in an 


ordinary living room.flve minutes after the 
floor had been swept, there were 548 germs 
found of 8 different species; in an open 
field, 6 germs, 2 species; in an open mead- 
ow In October, 8 germs, 8 species; to a 
college cow stable soon after feeding time, 
570 germs, 11 species; university creamery 
and cheese factory pasteurization room aft- 
er scrubbing, 5 germs, 8 species; refriger- 
ator storeroom, temperature 40 degrees F., 
1 species. Very fe'w persons have any idea 
of the number of germs that they take into 
their systems with milk that is kept in in- 
sanitary places. This article of diet Is, of 
course, much more palatable when fresh 
and cool, but unlesu it can be kept from 
disease germs it is far more healthful 
when sterilized.—Now York Led cor.
